THE HEALTH OF THE COLONY. 
COLONIAL SUBGRON’S REPORT, 

The following extract is made from the 
Colonial Surgeon's Lepart for 1893 submitted 
ty) the. Legislative Council on the 28th 
Nov.:— 

There have been wany complainte of the 
stenohea from the drain tn the public press 
this year and much abusoof the new drain- 
tga aystem. [¢ was announced in Council 
thet the new system was complete as far as 
regards the weatem portion of the City; 
that was correct a3 far as it related to the 
publio drains, but oot ten per cent. of the 
toute drains have teen conneoted with the 
vow aystem, the majority atill draining into 
the sab-soil ond a great number into the 
old water-courses, aud these latter aro the 
cause of the abominable and sickening sten- 
chee that arise in thadry season, Tho laws 


2s regards the new drainage syatem ure not 
retrospective and oaly owners of new baild- 
ings oan be compelled. to connect their drains 
with the new aystem; the owners of old 
huildinga cannot be compelled unless they 
cause a nuiaance of are proved to be dauger- 
ous to their neighbours, It will thus bea very 
long time before the new system can in any 
way be called complete or oan be fairly judg. 
od 00 its merite, But oven the new system 
has already been o cause of trouble in Chi- 
neap houses ; the traps haye been broken and 
the draing choked, and, owing to the con- 
itruction of the houses, the drains from the 
tuck premises ron right under the bouee to 
ho eonnected with the now draia in the street, 
which ia bad in iteolf, and this cooure also 
in very many European bouses. Then the 
water supply is still insufficient for the 
flushing of the drains even if all the houses 
ware connected with the new system, and 
even if the water supply wan amply sufficient, 
it is impossible to keep the old bonees clea, 
the upper floora of these houses in the majo- 
rity of cases not admitting of warbing with- 
ont the water dropping through on the 
people below; in very many cases the base- 
mente ara still mud floors, ao I reported 
\wenty years ago, In the month of Sep- 
lomber rd laid a complaint before the Banite- 
ry Board of the cffousive stenches oxused by 
fat boiling being carried on ia the neigh- 
bourhood of the Government Civil Hospital 
causing great disoomfort and annoyance to 
the patients, There were many houses to 
the west of the Hospital in High, First, Se- 
cond and Third Streets. “Mr Hde and Mr 
Humphreys, uuoffieial members of the Board, 
inepeoted these prominse and sent in a report 
in which they said :—‘ Nearly the whole of 
the honses are ina most’. dilapidated ‘condi- 
tion, ‘The flvors were xeeking ‘with filth. 
The drainage waa very bad, emell. abomi- 
nable, In some of. the houses were dak 
holes in-whiob there were quantities of decom: 
posing and putrid moat, fat sod bones, and 
ono of them filled with maggots. Thestench 
from these plaocs was wobearablo” I in. 
speoted these houses also 
the-same condition 1 had reported twenty 
fears ago; fat boiling’ was golog qn there, 
mat, with the aeniatance of tha Registrar 
General, I bad them -oleared oat, and snp- 
pressed that Lusiness in the neighbourhood 
of the Hospital. Ithad begun again of late 
years and I bave often reported them before 
with reault that the nnisance haa abated: for 
atime When this report wae read: before 
the Board I stated thal ‘these houses were 
in as disgusting a condition es. many of the 
houses in the worat..slams of the Central 
District of Tai-piog-ehan, independently of 
the fat boiling, thut meay other houses in the 
same streets where no fat boiling was. done 
wore in the eame filthy and inssnitary con~ 
dition, and thet these houses wers, in: my 
‘opinion, unfit for hnman habitation.

the trail of the wolf ia seen in this report, 
Thora were 13 cases of ‘typhoid fever 
treated in the Civil Hospital, 6 of 
which were conteacted in the Colony, there 
ara-G deaths recorded from Typhoid fever 
in tables at the head of thia sevtion, aud 1 
from Continued Fever among the European 
community; there wore 442 deaths from 
Continucd Fever among -the- Chinese papu- 
Jation ; allthese deaths are to attributed to 
inaanitary conditions, But thisia like the 
Tytam tiger which many were teported to 
have seen end a good many went yut to 
hunt for and never found, still the brute 
left bie tracea for a child of seven years old 
had, both his. bands bitten of above the 
wrist one night in one of the villages, which 
was sufficint evidence of come cavage beast 
being in theneighbourhood ; even a big dog 
sould not make such so injury as that. In 
the appentix I have attached to this report, 
reviewing many of the things I have brought 
to notice in the past twenty years, it will be 
soon that yery many of my recommendations 
for the well-being of the Colony have beea 
acted upon-to the great benefit of all con 
cerned. The report from the Government 
Analyst stows the work done in bis Depart. 
ment and shows thet the water supply. 
though for the last two yaars found insul- 
fioient for the needs of the City, ie excellent 
in eharactr. There ia no stint ie the milk 
aupply in tho eclony ; threes very larga and 
excellent dairies ara supported, besides other 
smaller ones, “And ‘hat eupplied to the 
Hospital js very satisfactory. The petro 
lenm brought in to the Colony for the firat 
time im tenk steamera is satisfustory. The 
Government Analyst alzo supplied a very 
excellent report on tha use of hypodermic 
injections of Morphie that bad begun among 
the Chines community this year. Two or 
three Chinamen came into Hospital covered 
with hundreds of marks from tho use of the 
hypodermic syringe, at the same time a report 
was forwarded to me from the Police that 
many stmell shopkeepers ware administering” 
hypoderaio injections of Morphia oatansibly 
for the oure of oplum amoking und that they 
had learnt the method fram a pupil of Dr 
Kort's in Ganton. Specimens of the solu- 
tions and of the drag used wera obtain- 
ed from one of the shopa by the Hospi. 
tal Compradore, and Mr brow visited 
these plans and procnred other specimens 
and saw a number of Chinamen treated. 
The drug ued was the Hydrochlorate 
of Morphia; the solution ased contained

On thie Fe- 
port and one from myself being sent in, the 
Government at once passed an Ordinance to 
puta atopto this state of things, and the 
heavy fines inflicted took sway all the pro- 
fite and soon pot a stop to thivaew industry. 
I heard of a Chinese School Master who 
propused to set up in this busisess, had sent 
ome for Bibs. of Morphia with the ap- 
liances whieh would enable him to work 
the business at much greuter profit and wae 
greatly disgusted ot hia echeme being ran- 
dered atortive. I hear from the Chinese 
Customs that many thousands of ounces of 
Morphin are baing imported at alt the Coast 
Porta yeatly. Qae mace a day ia about the 
smallest cousumed by opium smokers; it 
costs from 8 to 10 cents eo the Chinese have 
learnt they can produce mach greater effect 
muoh cheaper aud get 6 Large profit out of 
the buainess and for this information they 
are indebted from the mode of cure for the 
opium habit used at the Mission Hospitels, 
Wholly unneccesary, as I have shown by 
the Gaol reports fur years that nothing Is 
required to cure the habit and that without 
the ainallest danger or ineonvenience to the 
patient. I[tisevident from what has taken 
place bere, many of these shopa having set 
up in afew months, that this practice is 
taking root in China butIhave seen no 
outory about it aa there bas been oh ut 
opium smoking whioh, bar the expense ited 
tails, iso perfectly innocent habit aud mre 
ao to wy mind (hun tubacco smoking.

One thing 1 wish to call attention to is 
the dangers of the yearly increaeing wheeled 
traffio, tor which no regulations have been 
made and from which yeer by year an in- 
creasing number of injuries are admitted into 
the Hovpital witbin the lat nine years, 
R okehaws and one horse gharties plying for 
hire have bean introduced ; these are licens- 
ed but with the exception of tho gharries 
pay no attention to the rule of the road, 
empty rickshaws plying for hire move about 
all over the atreet impeding the trafic and 
occasionlly making rushes at any one who 
they think want them, without poying the 
slightest attention to the traffic round them, 
which isa frequent cause of collisions and 
docident. But a new, wore dangerous, 
and, aefaras I koow,. nnlisensed traffic in 
wheeled vehicles has enormously inoresacd 
jn the last twelve mouths, these are two and 
fonr wheeled hand barrows carrying heavy 
loads of bales of goods, furniture, large 
beams of wood, &e., &c., in charge of from 
threa to six or eight cvolies, which have 
been a frequent cause of very seriuas ac- 
cident; they pay no attention whatever to 
the rule of the road and the coulies io charge 
often ruch them slong at sh a pace: that 
they heve lost all control over the vehicle 
and. every ong is obliged to clear out of the 
away or suffer injury. Daily these barrows 
-are to be-seea: dashing. dows the hilly side 
Streets jnto the broad and level thorough 
fare of Queen's Road or the Praya at.a pace 
that thy caolies in charge have no control 
over aud these pulling ia front are bound to

MR DETRING RETURNS TO OBINA. 
PACIFIC EXPRESSIONS BY Japan,

via SuaNGIAl, Noy, 30, 3.36 p.m. 

Mr Gustave Detring arrived at Kobe on 
Monday bearing a latter from Li Hung 
Ghang to Count Lio, the Jupsnese Prime 
Minister. Mr Doetring upon his arrival ap- 
plied to the Governor of Biego to arrange 
p prraonal interview between himeelf and 
the Jupanose Premier. The application 
was refused. The Japanese authorities 
informed Mr Detring thit they could not 
repogniso him as the duly qualified and 
properly accredited convoy of China. Mr 
Detring, therefore, sailed from Kobe to- 
day for China. . 

A despatch has been forwardod to the 
Chivess Government by the Japanese Go- 
verument io which expressions of regret 
are made that war had been rendared 
necessary, and inviting the Celestial Empire 
to wake proposals af peace through @ pro- 
perly aceredited representative. 


PEACE NEGOTIATIONS, 


The following oppeared iv yoaterday's 
Londoo papers :— 

The Centrat News learns ‘from an an- 
doubted source’ tht cortain farther and 
woo definite proposals for peace, which 
wots submitted by the represputative of an 
intermediary Power to bath China and 
Japan, bhava again been rejected by the 
Japenese Government. Apparently Japan 
ig not inclined to listen to any peace 
overtures ab the present moment. Her 
Miristers regard the negotiationa ag in- 
opportune. Furthermore, it ie understood 
that, in the opinion of the Mikado and bia 
advisera, the only place whera overtores 
for peace oan at present be wade with ang 
proipeot of serious eonsidsratien being 
givn to them is [Hirosbins, where the 
Court, tha Goveroment, and the Imperial 
hasiquarters are row established. Any 
proposals for peace mast bu based upon the 
recognition of tha schieved and undeniable 
naval and military successes of the Japanese 
fortes, and they must come from a quarter 
fully and formally accredited and empower. 
ed, On the other band, the Central News 
loung that the Chinesa Government has 
expressed 9 willinguess to comply with the 
adtice tendered, and would he ready to 
agtee to an armiatio. and tho arrangement 
of peace upon aby Feanonable conditions, 
Tho Central Neus uderstand. that, though 
the result is for the moment discouraging, 
no opportunity will be lost by the Powers 
which have already moved in thie matter 
to proffer their pacific counsels to both 
belligeronts. It ie believed that Japan, 
besidea accuring the independence of Corea 
and the amelioration of her condition, aims 
at inflicting upon China each defeata as 
will compel thst Pover to allow her Empire 
to be opened up for vorestricted davalop- 
rept xml cooomercs with.other Powers, in 
whch Japan expeols largely to participate.

ar.’ JAPANESE RUSE 

HOW THE ‘TATSUTA” 18 TO BR MANNED, | 

Tho Pimes of Ceylon saya':—Our readers 
will remember that the Japanese man-of- 
war Patsuta war detained at Aden by the 
Brith authorities os soon as .it was found 
thataho had 6 British orow on board, The 
latter were warned of tha consequences of 
their conduct if they ‘took'part in hostilitios 
betwen foreign nations, and they sliaost 
all loft tho stenmer at Aden, since which 
she las been in charge of 6 British man-of- 
war stationed there. Tho only means of 
gelting her away would therefore bo fora 
Japanese erew.to bo sentto man her. . With 
thia preface we. would remind_our readers 
thaton Thursday last, tho'7th instant, there 
arrived in Colombo from Kobé, a steamer 
called the Sendai Maru, which was alleged 
to bi bound for Guadaloupe in tho West 
Indie with 493 Japanes ' emigranota.’ She 
loft tho next day. for Aden en route for the 
Wert Indies, but we sisll be very much 
surprised if sho finda it necessary to take 
her emigrants’ any. further than Aden. 
Nothing. definite is known bera, but it is 
now generally believed thet the so-called 
‘emigtanta’ were nothing more or lens 
than Japanose seamon and matics sent to 
manthe . Tatstita now Iying at Aden wait- 
ing for a crew to take her to join the Japa- 
ness Naval forces. Should this surmise 
prove correct, graxt credit will be"ducto 
the Japanoso authorities for the quiet and 
efficient manner in;which they have carried 
out the manosuvre, which, however, is a 
littl startling. ‘ 

On making further inquiries to-day of 
people who visited the Sendai Maru (Sap- 
anes eteamer) when she was in our har- 
bour the other day, we learn nothing that 
tellpagainst the story wo published recent- 
ly, that they were bound for Aden to moa 
tho Japaneso gan-boat Tatsuta which has 
been detained at Aden, and not coolies on 
their way to the West Indies, ax thay wore 
reprosented to be. On the face of it it 
seema very improbable that Japa going to 
the West Indies would come by thia routo, 
Thowe who saw the crovd of pasaongers on 
sho Sendai Maru say they looked more like 
coalies than seamen, bit Japanese sailore 
out of their naval dresa and in ordinary 
cooly costume look very much liko other 
Japa, and it would be impossible to tell 
whether they were seamen of not. Tho 
fact that there were no officers on board is 
explicable, as we undetstand that the Tat- 
sula ip already officerod by Japs. The 
commander of the Sendst Maru, however, 
stated that they were for the Weat Indies, 
aod he ‘expréssed hinnelf as Goviroun of 
being rid of them, for ha found them a 
troublesome lot to deal with. For a long 
timp in Colombo they prevented the steamer 
from leaving the harbour, having got the 
ides that there was going to be some foul- 
play with them at sea, and they threatened 
tomurder the first man that made» move 
tohelp heave the anchor up; while three 
mom jumped overboard and swam to shore, 
bul were recaptured aud taken back to the 
veael. As aresult, the Sendat Maru did 
not get away till several hours after sho 
was appointed to start.
